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thoſe of a contrary profeſſion (of both which we have 
had abundant Evidence ) could in the leaſt degree 
ſtartle us , or make us ſwarve from it; and nothing 
can be propoſed to manifeſt our zeal and afteQion for 
it, to which we will not readily conſent. And we h 
in due time, our ſelf to propoſe ſomwhat to you for the 
propagation of it,that will ſatisfie the world, that we 
have always made it both our Care , and our Study, 
and have enough obſerved what is moſt like to bring 
diſadvantage to it. If you deſire ſecurity for thoſe who 
in theſe calamitous times, cither wilfully or weak- 
ly have tranſgrefled thoſe bounds which were preſcri- 
bed, and have invaded each others Rights; We have 
left- ro you to provide for their Security and Indemp- 
nity, and in ſuch a way as you (hall think Juſt and 
Reaſonable, and by a juſt computation of what men 
have done and ſuffered, as neare as is poſlible, to take 
earc that all men be ſatisfied, which is the ſureſt way ta 
ſuppreſſe, and extirpate all ſuch uncharitablencſle and 
animoſity as might hereafter ſhake, and chreaten that 
ace which for the preſent, might ſeem eſtabliſhed, 
if there be a crying ſinne, for which the Nation may 
be involved in the Infamy that attends it, we cannot 
do: br bur that you will be as ſolicitous to redeem and 
vindicate the Nation from that guilt and Infamy,as we 
can be.1f you deſire that reverence and obedience may 
be paid ro the fundamental Laws of the Land, and 
that Juſtice may be equally and impartially admini- 
ſtred roall men ; Ir-is that. which we defire to be 
{worne to our (elf , and that all perſons. in Power and 
Authority ſhould beſo too. In a word, there is no-

dome happy, which we will not contend wich you to 
compats ; and upon this confidence and afſurance , We 
have thought fit to lend you this Declaration,that you 
may, as much as is poſſible, at this diſtance, ſee our 
heart , which when God ball bring us neerer together 
(as we hope he will do ſhortly) will appear to you ve- 
ry agreeable to what we have profeſſed , and we hope 
that we have made that right Chriſtian uſe of our af- 
flition , and that the obſervation and experience we 
have had in other Countries , hath been ſuch, as that 
We, and we hope all our Subjets ſhall be the better 
for what we have ſcen and ſuffered. We ſhall add no 
more but our prayers to Almighty God , That he will 
ſo blefſe your Councils,and diret your Endeayours, 
that his Glory and Worſhip may be provided for, and 
the Peace, Honour, and Happineſs of the Nation may 
be eſtabliſhed upon thoſe Foundations which can beſt 
ſupport it ; and ſo we bid you farewel.
